‘Prosecutors Have Been 
Promised to Him. 


EXPECTS “JUDGES, ~ TOO 


Sees His Mést Useful Work the 
Prosecution of Commer- — 
cial Cases. 


United States Attorney Emory ;R. 

Buckner has received the assurance of 
the “Assistant Attorney Genéral that he 
will get fifteen or twenty additional 
Federal prosecutors to aid in ee 
the 'Volstead act in New York City, he 
announced last night at the ner of 
the Alumni Association of the School 
of Commerce of: New York University 
at the Hotel Commodore. 
- “From 15 to 20 per cent. of my office 
staff is working on prohibition at pres- 
ent;’’ Mr.. Buckner said. ‘‘Nedrly 50° per 
cent. of the Judges sit an prohibition 
cases now and it is perfect nonsense 
if\we don’t get four or five new, Judges. 
If we don’t. get them things are going 
to get inte a very bad way.- 

“It is a violation of home rule ‘to ask 
Judges from Georgia, Alabama and ‘Ten- 
nessee,” who don’t know wus: and our 
ways,eto come here for the next three 
months. It is very kind of them to do 
it; but I thought that the carptét bag 
question was settled years ago. I am 
on my kneeg to crooks all the time, 
begging them to come into cpurt and 
plead guilty, because Congress won't 
give. me a staff. I am compounding 
crime, but I am obliged to. 

“But we are going to. have. moré help 
and we are going to have more Judges. 
I told the First Assistant District, At- | 
torney General that I must have fifteen 
or twenty more young -men—even at 
$2,000 a year—and he told me, ‘I don’t 
know how it hae be done, but it ori 
be done.’ So I promise you that what 
we do in our office in the next six 
months will make what we have done in 
the last two months seem petty. 

“Of all the work in my otticn I think 
the most useful to the business’ men of 
the community is the. prosecution of 
commercial frauds which arise.under the 
bankruptcy law. Because the office has,|; 
neem overworked and “tndéfmafined, 

because of the ong SS tH, cones 
tion of. the courts due to-t 4 multipli- 
cation of petty offenses, this highly use- 
ful work has not been able to receive, 
and ts. not: receiving, the sharp empha- 
sis to which it is entitled. 

“The bankruptcy law was created as 
@& message and means of mercy to hon- 
est but ye ges hare business men: The 
purpose of the law is to take the mill- 
stone of misfortune from oe necks 
and give them a fresh start. It has 
been thought better. that creditors should 
suffer than that a poor fellow should 
be in a pawn shop for life with all in- 
centive’ taken from him. ‘The law has 
been abused and often used as a mask 
for banditry: What ought to be.a Red 
Cross ambulance frequently becomes the 
automobile of the stick-up man, 

“We have tried and tonvicted in the 
past two- months fifteen ot ge for 
commercial crimes and dition 
twenty-five defendants have Senien 
guilty, seeing the handwriting on the 
wall and hoping for lighter sentences. 
I -hope this is only the beginning” and 
that before the year is over business 
burglary’ will be much reduced and that 
which does exist will receiye prompt at- 
tention, _becaus? prosecutions delayed 
rob the business community © of. the de- 
terring effect of swift action.’

Train Stalled Under East River for 
Nearly an Hour. V¢ 


Two subway tie-ups delayed several 
hundred passengers on their way -to 
work. yesterday morning. The worst 
block occurred when a Lexington Ave- 
nue express, leaving Borough Hall, 
Brooklyn, for, Manhattan at 87:55°o0’clock, 
developed mechanical trouble and stalled.

Piérre 
falls asleep in an absurd posture, and 
Dr. Riesenfeld’s orchestra informs the 
audience that the young man is slum- 
bering by having. one of the musicians 
give. an only.-too ‘good imitation of a 
series of unmelodious snores. 

This picture may be a Very light af- 
fair, but the settings and scenic effects

If all legislators were as re- 
strained as he is, the law books would 
not be so sadly cluttered up. 

The mischief lies not alone‘in the 
mere number of multiplying statutes. | 
Whole ciasses of them relate only to 
localities and are not of general appli- 
cation. But it is the quality of legis- 
lation, as. well as its extent, that con- 
stitutes the special danger. The feel- 
ing is too common that very evil in- 
herent in human nature or known to 
society can be cured by law. Politi- 
clans work up a popular sentiment for 
some sort of legislative nostrum, and 
then thlre is no rest-until legal sanc- 
tions are put behind.it.. Too oftén’ in 
framing such legislation the teachings 
gf experience are ignored, established 
economic truth is thrown out of the 
window, and fresh work is thrown 
upon proseouting officers and the 
courts,. while the general public is left 
very much in a daze as to what, the 
new law is and how it works. ; 

‘Senator Fess did, not appear to have 
any panacea of his own to produce. 
He merely diagnosed the disease;~ he 
did not prescribe for it.. But seemingly 
he believes that the American people 
are getting what might ‘be called a 
surfeit-cure for too much -and. too 
hasty legislation: They have been 
rushing to the Legislatures and to 
Congress for ready-made remedies. 
But these they are finding to be of 
little avail. In time they may make 
up their minds to distrust the power of] 
a statute automatically to correct: all 
conceivable ills, or to enforce itself, 
and come to a state of mind which will 
lead them to demand fewer and better 
laws,

COOPERATIVE NATION-BUILDING. 


The report of JereMuH SMITH Jr. 
on the favorable progress of Hun- 
garian affairs during the last year 
is particularly interesting as showing 
further proof. of the practical assis- 
tance of the League of Nations in re- 
storing ‘normal conditions in the 
Of the various undertakings 
of the League, few have been so revo- 
Jutionary in international practice and 
yet have seemed to. promise greater 
immediate benefit to whole sections 
of Europe than’the receiverships es- 
tablished by* the League in Austria 
and in Hungary. When the idea was 
first suggested that a European na- 
tion should submit to a financial dic-. 
tator appointed by other Powers who 
would ‘have virtually complete coh- 
trol over the purse-strings, persons 
experienced .in European Politics said 
it was utterly impracticable. The 
control of Government. finance’ had 
always been considered as one of the 
most sacred prerogatives of sovereign- 
ty. Not even defeat in war. would 
justify surrendering it. 

Yet Austria faced chaos and ruin 
when the League plan was first pro- 
posed, and, bitter as. was_the blow to 
national pride, she submitted rather 
than disintegrate. Hungary followed 
suit, after more acrid quarrels about 
the benefits and costs of such a re- 
ceivership. As in Austria, the. result 
was to stabilize currency and bring 
a return of: business activity. The 
first year has shown that the budget 
has been more than balanced, ard 
that the: general conditions for the 
coming season are most hopeful. it'is

A CURIOUS WHEAT OUTLOOK. » 

Coming in immed‘ate sequence to a 
wheat crop from which our exports, 
becausé.of the shortage in Canada and 
Europe, reached the largest total 
value on record, except for the-first 
amd last years of the war,’ the forecast 
of the Crop Reporting’ Board for’ the 
harvest of 1925 opens up varied con- 
jecture. Rémarking that present indi- |* 
cations are for a yield smaller by 
212,000,000 bushels than that of 1924, 


the board observes that reqdirements| 


for home consumption do not greatly}, 
differ-from the estimated production 
of 661,000,000 bushels: The inference 
would seem.to be that, in the season 
following ‘this year’s harvest, the 
United States may cease to be a wheat 
exporter. The exports of more than 
200,000,000 bushels: to date from the 
crop of 1924 have added nearly $300, - 
000,000 to the season's export, trade, 
with $90,000,000 more if shipments in 
the form of four. are added.. Evident- 
ly the change foreshadowed for. ‘the 
approaching grain-export'season would

INSECTARIES. 

The American Museum .of Natural 
History is to open ‘a new kind of 
museum—one in which sluggards’ and 
others may go to the ant, ‘consider its 
ways and be wise.

Whether the effect of the Federal and 
State anti-narcotic legislation has or has 
not been to reduce the number of ad- 
dicts it is therefore not possible to tell 
accurately. 
—There is evidence, however, that the 
legislation has been-effective and has 
very decidedly improved the pre-existing 
situation. Figures of the amount of 
crude opium imported into the United 
States, are very significant from this 
point of view. The Public Health Ser- 
vice report cited, basing its figures. on 
the Treasury reports, states that from 
1910 to 1919 the average amount of 
opium imported was 366,000 pounds. In 
the period 1920 to 1923 this figure fell to 
an annual ‘average of 144,805. pounds, 
and in 1923 was ‘about three-fourths of 
the amount for 1922. 

In addition, there was brought in a 
large quantity of opium alkaloids before 
1923. For the period 1910-1919 the aver- 
age was 27,143 ounces,. cut to zero in 
1923 by the operation of the Jones-Miller 
act, prohibiting the import of any de- 
rivative of opium. This means that.there 
was an-excess supply of opium and its 
derivatives in 1910-1919 overe 1923 of 
more than 222,000 pounds of crude opiuin 
and 27,143 ounces of opium alkaloids. 
There must be figured against ex- 
cess a reduction in exports, but! it -will 
not affect greatly the results. Neither

W. F. MORGAN ON EUROPE. 


Returning Banker: Says Buying 
Power and Confidence Are Gaining. 


Ww, Forbes Morgan of Morgan, Liver- 
more & Co., who has just returned from 
a trip to’ Europe, made the following 
comment yesterday on conditions there‘ 

“The European situation -has shown 
remarkable improvement during the past 
few months. Buying power and confi- 
dence are increasing. ‘But complete and 
permanent rehabilitation will depend 
of European Govern- 
ments to adopt a peaceful, equitable 
and far-sighted program for the solu- 
tion of post-war problems. The election 
of Hindenburg is not now looked upon 
as unfavorable even in France.

IN DE FOREST PLANT 


Bat Rales Corporation May Use 
Data Already Obtained i in @ 
Pending Litigation. . 


A complete victory was claimed by the 
De Forest Radio Company yesterday 
over the Radio Corporation of America 
in the hearing on Tuesday before Vice 
Chancellor Backes, wha sustained the 
application of the De Forest Radio Com- 
pany for an injunction restraining the 
Radio Corporation from using spies in 
the De Forest, plant and goliciting’ ififor- 
mation from the De Forest employes. ‘ 

Vice Chancellor Backes modified -the 
existing injunction to the extent ‘of per- 
mitting the Radio Corporation to make 
usé of informatién already obtained as 
evidence in a pending Htigation, byt 
denied the Radio Corporation the right 
to maintain an organization of spies in 
the De Forest plant. The Radio Cor- 
poration admitted: this use of spies, but 
said their activities were restricted to 
efforts té discover whether the De Forest 
Company was making an illegitimate use 
of thoriated tungsten filament, | the 
patent for which’ is controlled by the 
Radio Corporation’. Vice Chancellor 
Backes expressed doubt whether the 
activities. of the Radio Corporation spies 
were narrowed to. this one subject. 

“F am not imp ** said the Vice 
Thancellor, ‘with the sincerity of this 
defense or that the defendant has put 
this force into the De Forest plant to 
see. if they were using the Langmuir or 
other patents. These spies were appar- 
ently instructed to spy into every activ- 
ity. of’ the De-Forest Company and their 


investigation was apparently as broad 
as the activities of the De rest Com- 
pan
